Reform ia Registration— School Dis- 
tricts—Justices of the Peace—Im- 
migration Taxation—City 
Charter, Etc., Etc. 


In one month the Thirty-first General As- 
sembly of Missouri will meet at Jefferson City, 
and for the space of seventy days the eyes of 
the people of the Future Great’’ will be 
upon the fifteen statesmen selected to sitin 
the lower house and the six gentlemen ex- 
pected to look sedate in the Senate. St. 
Louis, or, as it will figure in the laws, any 
city of the first class having over 150,000 
inhabitants,’’ will get its usual share of legis- 
lation. Happily for St. Louis the session is 
ashort one. A Post DISPATCH reporter 
has been at pains to inquire among the mem- 
bers-elect and gather sume idea as toa por- 
tion‘of the legislation contemplated to be in- 
troduced bythe St. Louis delegation. One 
of the most —— subjects that will de- 
mand immediate consideration will be that of 

NEEDED REFORM IN REGISTRATION. 

The present system of registering voters 


will be subjected to a most rigid overhauling. 


it is well that the present system is very 
faulty. It is impossible for all those who de- 
sire to register to do so, on account of the 
crowdeu condition of the office of the Record - 
er for a week or two previous to election. 
During those days the office is densely 
thronged witha crowd, for the most part 
composed of negroes, who are brought up to 
the rack by the whippers-in cf 
the Republican party in droves. Previous to 
the last election a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
who was in daily attendance at this place,has 
seem dozens of respectabie-looking gentlemen 
come to register, and after a glance at the 
noisome crowd,in which they would be forced 
to stand for perhaps an hour until Mr. Gon- 
ter’s small force could reach them, depart 
witbout registering. It was even charged 
freely that a number of negroes had 
been especially employed by interested par- 
ties to block up the ways and §keep 
decent white men from registering by dis- 
gusting them with the seeming delay. In or- 
der to accommodate such citizens as could 
not after making proper eflort register, the 
law provides for the swearing in of voters at 
the polls. This clause defeats the object ofa 
registration law—tnat of preventing fraudu- 
lent voting. The remedy proposed Is simpie. 
Instead of a central registration office the 
city hall be divided into districts of any num- 
ber from five upwards. Jn each district 
there will be aregistration oflice. With the 
exception of the main oflive at tne City Hall 
these offices will be opened oniy for fifteen 
days previous tothe tenth day before any 
State or local election. By this means the 
people will be induced to register, veing as- 
sured that but little time will be consumed 
in attending tothe duty. Under the new sys- 
tem it would be in keeping to aboiish the 
clause permitting registration at the polis,ex- 
cept inthe most extreme cases, Which shall be 
upmistakably specified. In the same connec- 
tion it is earnestiy demanded that some pro- 
vision be made for the notification ‘by the 
Board of Supervisors of euch voters as are 
stricken from the books under report of the 
district inspectors. At present no notifica- 
tion is given other than that of a publication 
in the official newspaper of a mass of names, 
and should the voter by wading through it 
discover that he has been disfranchised, he 
has no redress, for the Sypervisors simply 
tear down the list and have 
no authority to build up. 
The bill for this reform has already been 
drawn up. The number of districtsis left 
blank, as the author of the measure desires 
public discussion of that item. Recorder ef 
Voters Chas. G. Gonter this morning 
showed a reporter the draft of a bill he had 
prepared. It provides for the appointment 
of a deputy registrar in each ward, who sball 
sit from one to five days, and puts the ap- 
poiptment of the Recorder in the hands of 
the Governor, and requires the Supervisor to 
personally verify the poll book lists, and only 
permit registration at the polls whem sick- 
ness or absence is proven. At the last elec- 
tion 7,000 voters Were sworn in at the polls. 
JUSTICE OF THE PEACE PROBLEM. 

The law of 1876 divided the city of St. 
Louis into thirteen judicial districts, for 
which there shall be clected every four years 
from 1878 seventeen justices of the peace 
and constables. At the last session of the 
Legislature Senator M. Hi. Phelan for some 
inscrutable cause induced the Legis- 
lature to cut the constables’ terms 
down to two vears. Now it 
bas been observed ever since the action of the 
present districting that it was a foolish 
measure. There is not business for seventeen 
justices ofthe peace. Ninety per cent of it is 
at the present time conducted by Justices 
Young, McCann, Monaghan, B. P. Taaffe and 
Peter J. Taaife, and at times these gentlemen 
have occasion to reflect upon the fact that a. 

Two years ago it was 
proposed to reduce the number of justices to 
five, to enlarge their jurisdiction in ail 

civil matters, to pay them a.salary of $35,500 
per annum, the executive departments of the

There was much to be said for 
this measure, butthe office of city constable 
would have been sucha very fat thing that 
the brethren quarreled over the spoils before 
they were in existence, and the matter fell 
through. Mow comes a member of the 
St. Louis delegation who proposes that in 
place of the thirteen judicial districts as now, 
ove magistrate be elected in each of the 
six police districts as now constituted, that 
the present police courts be abolished and the 
duties now performed by them be transferred 
to the district magistrate. One constable 
shall also be elected in each district. This bill, 


if it became a law, would secure to the posi- 


tion gentlemen of experience and intelligence. 
BENEVOLENT INSURANCE, 

Naturally one of the first bilis introduced 
will be for the relief of societies who 
insure the lives of their members, as is cus- 
temary. Under a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court, the Merchants’, Exchange 
Benevolent Society and the Masonic Mutual 
Aid and Benefit Association are declared 
within the meaning of the law to be insurance 
companies and subject to the statutes regard- 
ing such corporations. It is not clear but 
that this decision extends to all 
the secret and benevolent societies. 
Since the delive of the opimon a 
conference has been hela between represent- 
atives of leading societies, and a bill amend- 
ing the insurance and corporation revision 
prepared, which will effectually remove the 
complication. In securing this end the so- 
Gietles have the hearty co-operation of the 
Insurance Commissiener, Mr. Relfe.

society’s pampnlets. 

SCHEME AND CHARTER. 

Mr. M. J. Sullivan, the attorney, has been 
engaged for several weeks upon a 
lengthy bill, im which the res- 
ent city charter is amended in almost 
every important particular. It is a mooted 
question whetber the Legislature can amend 
the charter of St. Louis., and the question can 
never be settled until the Legislature passes a 
bill and its legality is passed upon pro or con 
by the Supreme Court. Mr. Sullivan is not 
prepared at this time to state the exact na- 
ture of the amendments, but will give the 
public due notice, in order that the question 
betes receive the fullest and freeest discus- 
sion. 

THE SOUTH ST. LOUIS RAILWAY. 

Covered with macadam and mud from the 
corner of Sixth and Elm streets ail the way 
to Carondelet, are street railway tracks laid 
over two vearsagobyC. P. Chouteau, Ira 
Terry and others. The street car law of 1860 
providesin one clause tbat thereafter no 
street railroad should be built within a three 
block parallei of the then existing line. The 
constitutionality of this provision was contest 
ed bv the Belletontaine or Water Tower line 
and decided in favor of the plaintiff, the 
Fifth street line. Thereupon Terry, seeing 
that his road would not be allowed to run, as 
itcame in the same parallel, went to Jefferson 
City witha bill repealing the law of 1860. 
There was a bitter fight. Strong lobbies were 
present all winter, but at last, mainlythrough 
the exertions of F. W. Mott, a member from 
Carondelet, the bill passed both branches 
and was sent to the Governor. Very 
strangely he kept the bill une 
til two days before adjournment, 
when he returned it to the Senate without 
his tignature. Lieut-Gov. Brokmeyer then 
strangelyruled that the bill must be read 
upon three separate days before becoming a 
law, and thus the measure was lost. Sen- 
ator Manistre and Representatives Mott, Me- 
Ginnees, Nacle and Smith. ofthe First Dis- 
trict, go to Jefferson City pledged by their 
convention to work nigpt and day for the re- 
peal of the law of 1860. The consolidated 
street cars will resist the repeal. and both 
— will be on the ground with strong lob- 

ies, 
PAWNBROKERS. 

It is very probable that au attempt will be 
made to repeal the pawnbroker law of tife 
last session, which, being artfully drawn, was 
passed under the impression that it wasa 
rigorous measure. On the surface it flaunt - 
ingly limited the rate of interest that might 
be charged to three per cent and five per 
cent, but quietly gave the pawnbroker the 
abselute right to dispose of furfeited 
collateral within thirty days of forfeiture. 
This is worth thousands of dollars 
annually to the brokers. The reduction of in- 
terest they get around by charginga per- 
centage for insurance, and another ‘for stor- 
age, which bringsthe amount up tothe old 
ten per cent. 

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

A bill will be introduced by Frank A. Me- 
Manus, absolutely exempting eharitable in- 
stitutions from taxation. Judge Walton has 
drafted a bill giving every citizen an exemp- 
tion from taxation upon $200 worth 

personal property. The old 
law re pealed four years ago 
gave an exemption of $300. 

Flaws having been discovered in the Har- 
tigan horse shark and contidence game bill 
which render it inoperative, they will be 
plugged up and the bill passed as amended. 

Hugb Brady contemplates reintroducing 
his six for a quarter street car ticket bill. 

The bar and bench alike, satistied that the 
law making seduction a felony as now con- 
stituted is — and a mere vehicle for 
bleckmail, will approve of its repeal. 

The present jury law having worked to the

This would naturally involve 
an increase of the Commissioner’s salary.

THE SUN’S HEAT. * 
How Long the Shining Orb Is Likely to 

Prof. Young in the Popular Science Monthly. 

How is the heat of the sun maintained: 
How long has it lasted already? How long 
will it continue? Are there any signs of in- 
crease on dimunition? After affirming that, 
in the present state of science, only somewhat 
vague and unsatisfactory replies are possible, 
Prof. Yourg holds that, so far as observation 
goes, we can only say that the outpour- 
ing of the solar heat, amazing as it is, ap- 
pears to have gone on unchanged throough all 
the centuries of buman history. The author 
thinks that there is some truth in each of the 
two theories which have been proposed to ac- 
count for the sun’s fire. 

As to the first, the impact of 
ter, it is quite certain that solar heat is thus 
produced; but the questio whether the 
supply of meteoric matier is sufficient to ac- 


eteoric mat- 


After giving Sir William Thompson’s calcu- 
lation of the amount of heat which would be 
produced by each of the planets falling into 
the sunfrom its present orbit, by which it 
appears that Jupiter would maintain the 
sun's present expenditure of energy for 32,- 
254 years, and Mercury for six vearsand 219 
days, and that the collapse of all the planets 
upon the sun would generate sufficient heat 
to maintain its supply for nearly 46,000 
years; and after estimating that mat- 
ter equal to only about one hun- 
dredth part of the mass ofthe earth, failing 
annually upon the solar surface, would main- 
tain its radiation indefinitely, Prof. Young 
thinks it improbable, from astronomical rea- 
sons, that any such quantity of matter can be 
supposed to reach the sun. So large a quan- 
tity of matter would wecessitate a vastly 
greater quantity circulating around the sun, 
between it and the planet Mercury. But if 
there were near the sun meteoric matter 
equaling, for example, the mass of the earth, 
it ought to produce an observable effect on the 
motions of Mercury, and no such effect has 
yet been detected. 

Astronomers, therefore, failing to find a 
full explanation of the cause of solar energy 
in this hypothesis, have adopted a second one, 
which is thatthe sun’s diameter is slowly 
contracting, and the gaseous mass is gradual- 
ly liquefying and becoming solid. The con- 
clusion is drawn thatif this theory be cor- 
rect there must come a time when there will 
be no solar heat, as there has also been atime 
when it began. How far forward is the 
end? How far backward is the be- 
ginning? 

Newcomb is authority for the statement 
that, with its present radiation, the sun will 
sbrink te about half its present diameter in 
about 5,000,000 years. Reduced to this size, 
and eight times as dense as now, it would 
cease to be mainly gaseous, and its tempera- 
ture would begin to fall. Hence Newcomb 
assigns as the term during which the sun can 
supply heat enough to support life on earth, 
as we know life, a period of 10,000,000 years. 

The writer somewhat more confidentiy 
casts his eye backward,and concludes that the 
suncan not have been emitting beat at the 
present rate for more than 18, 000, 000 years, if 
its heat has been generated in the manner de- 
scribed. Ifthesun has contracted from a 
diameter even many times larger than that of 
Neptune’s orbit to its present di- 
mensions, as is probably true in 
the main, we are inexorably shut 
up to the conclusion that the total life of the 
solar system, from its birth to its death, is 
inctuded in some such space of time as 30, 
6000, 000 of years; no reasonable allowance for 
the fall of meteoric matter,“ etc., could 
raise it to 60,000.000."’ The possibility of col- 
lision with wandering stars, andthe sugges- 
tion of ways as yet unconceived of for restor- 
ing wasted energy, are followed by the state - 
ment that the present order of things ap- 
pears to be limited in either direction by 
terminal catastrophes which are veiled in 
clouds as yet impenetrable.’’ 


MAN’S FAITHFUL FRIEND. 


How a Devilish Bog Lacerated a Nice 
New Jersey Girl.

On Thanksgiving Day Miss Sarah Jeffrey, 
an estimable young lady of tbis town, aged 
seventeen years, wus bitten by a ferocious 
dog. The infuriated beast inflicted terrible 
wounds, but fora time no serious results 
were feared. The vounglady is now in such 
a deplorable condition that her death is mo- 
mentarily expected. 

The residence of the young lady’s father, 
Wm. Jeffrey, the well known builder of this 
place, and that of Wm. Hendrickson, a con- 
ductor onthe New York and Long Branch 
division of the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, adjoin each other on Third avenue. Con- 
ductor Hendrickson owned a large bulldog, 
which has been a terror to the neighborhood, 
and was Known to have bitten several ver- 
sons. On Thanksgiving morning Mr. Jeffrey 
borrowed a newspaper of Con- 
ductor Hendrickson, and, after dinner heur, 
sent his daughter, Miss Sarah, a beautiful 
young girlof seventeen years, to return it. 
As she approached Mr. Hendrickson’s gate 
the dog. which laid on the door-mat, made a 
spring for the gate, which the young lady 
was about entering, and, showing his teeth, 
growled savagely. The dog had alwavs been 
friendly to Miss Jeffrey, a pat on the head 
heretofore always bringing him pawing at her 
feet. Carelessly giving the brute the usually 
effective pat on the head, she entered the 
gate,and had just fully entered the door- 
yard when the dog sprang upon her. Catch- 
ing her by the arm, the beast inserted bis 
teeth deep into the flesh at the elbow-joint, 
andtorea large piece ofthe flesh outto- 
gether with a small! fragment of bone. 

Miss Jeffrey fainted from fright and the 
pain of her wounds, and with shrieks fell to 
the ground. The bloodthirsty animal con- 
tinued his onslaught on the prostrate body 
of the girl, driving hisfangs into the girl’s 
waist with such ferocity that itis believed 
the unfortunate girl would have been disem- 
boweled before assistance arrived, had it not 
been for the protection which astrong “all- 
boned” pair of corsets afforded. As it was, 
the sharp teeth of the brute inflicted a wound 
nearly four inches in length and half an inch 
in width on one side of the girl’s abdomen. 

Fortunately for the girl, some members of 
the Hendrickson family witnessed the mad 
brute’s attack, and, rushing out of the house, 
drove the dog away with blows, and carried 
the insensible girl to her father’s house, a few 
yards distant. Dr. John Pemberton was has- 
tily summoned and dressed the terrible 
wounds deing everything torelieve the suf- 
ferings of the young lady. When Police Jus- 
tice Lane was informed of the sad affair he in- 
structed Chief of Police West to shoot the 
dog at once. The order was promptly exe- 
cuted, but not without much difficulty, as 
Conductor Hendrickson very sharply ques- 
tioned the right of Officer Westto dispatch 
the brute. After his dog was shot, Hendrick- 
son in his fury at the loss of his dangerous 
pet visited the residence of Mr. Jeffrey, and 
within hearing of the girl lving almost in the 
agonies of death from the terrible wounds 
sbe had received, poured forth a torrent of 
abuse uponthe parents of the young lady 
because of the penalty which the dog was 
made to pay for his ferociousness. 

Miss Jeffrey lies in a very critical condition 
to-day, and it is feared her Kfe is trembling 
in the balance. There is a stringent town 
statute which forbids any dog running loose 
without being muzzled. The action of the 
police in not taking the life of this brute at 
the time when he bit two persons some time 
before this occurrence, is now severely criti- 
cized. On Fourthavenue a boy (now eichteen 
years of age), said to have been bitten by the 
same dog four years ago, has several times 
been seized with fits, in the spasms showing 
every symptom of hydrophobia, his last at- 
tack (which had wide publication) almost 
ending fatally.

Among the many ways in which the expul- 
sion of the religious bodies from France may 
be viewed, there is one which certainly snould 
not be Jost sight of from its bearings on the 
prosperity of the State—namelv, the loss sus- 
tained by the country inan industrial sense. 
If the Carthusians are sent away, about which 
there appears to be some doubt, they will at 
once transfer their manufactory of Chartreuse 
to Switzerland, which means an annual ioss 
to France of 1,200,000f. in dutyalone. The 
Jesuits are said to be taking over to Jersey 
upward of 10,000,000f.,to be laid out in the 
purchase of property there, as well as 5,000,- 
0O00f. to Malta for the purpose of founding a 
college, while the inhabitants of Poitiers com- 
plain that their town widifose 20, 000, 000f. by 
the shutting up of the college. Again, the 
Dominicans had borrowed from the Credit 
Foncier large sums to pay for their convents 
in the Rue Jean de Beauvais and the Fau- 
bourg St. Honore,the annual interest for 
which amounted to 18,000f. in the one case 
and 15,000f. in the other. Under the vircum- 
stances, however, it is impossible that the 
Dominicans can meet their engagements, and 
the Creait Foncier will scarcely regard their 
expulsion and the possession of a couple of 
convent chapels as a good security for the 
money that has been advanced. 


Dumas’ Virtuous Drama.

The new piece of Alexandre Dumas, just 
read at the Francais,is of the moral order. 
Lionette, the title role, is young and beauti- 
ful and goed tempered, and has a husband 
who is not. Proffered consolation of the 
usual kind ig at hand in the person of an ami- 
able friend of the family, who would enable 
Lionette to support the hardship of her lot. 
She is more than once tempted to accept his 
offer, especiaily when the lord becomes 
uncommosly bearish; but, at the criti- 
cal moment, the presence of her ingen- 
uous child saves her and the whole 
situation.

The Francais has, 
before now, had to drop its curtain abruptly 
in the middle of an act because Thiron could 
not go on; but in the new part such a failing 
would only render him additionally objec- 
tionable and enhance the heroism of his wife’s 
affection.

He attended 
the last Sandown meeting init both days; 
and while the Prince deserves credit,I think, 
for adopting a mode of conveyance at once so 
sensible and unostentatious, the cab itself is 
worthy of notice, for it is an embodiment of 
comfort and good taste.

Life and Death | Noted Desperado— 
8 A 32 Duel.

There died,a day or two since, at Peach 
Orchard, Ciay county, this State, a man who 
was by all odds the most daring and 
desperado that ever lived. 
and dreaded all over the southwestern bor- 
der, where the news of his death will be re- 
ceived with general satisfaction. His name 
was E. A. Gray, but he was familiarly known 
as Kete Gray. His deeds would filla 
volume, and his history is full of romance and 
mystery. He was born in Tennessee, where 
bis parents, wealthy and respectable people 
are yet living. At an early age he develo 
wayward propensities, and many there were 
who sagely predicted that he would fetch up 
on the gallows.”? When only eighteen he fell 
in love with the daughter of a Baptist deacon, 
by the name of Mary Wells, a gentle. lovely, 
flaxen-haired, blue-eyed girl, who loved him 
in return. But her father Was obdurate. 
‘‘Mary should not wed the young ruffian, 
be said. Coercion was resorted to, but locks 
and bars failed to change the young 
girl’s fancy. Sbe remained true to her first 
and only love. The trouble which it brought 
her, ‘however—the knowledge that it had es- 
tranged her from her parents—told * 
ber health, and she slowly faded away. Net 
she would not consent to give him up. Per- 
haps the dream was sweet to her even in af- 
fliction; at any rate, she hugged love’s chains 
more tightly than ever. But the color faded 
from her cheeks; her eyes shone withan un- 
earthly lustre: her step lost its elasticity; 
and without a murmur she went to the grave, 
dying, the neighbors aflirm,of a broken heart. 
Perhaps, had she lived and become Gray’s 
wife, her influence might have saved him, for 
after her death he grew utterly reckless. Yet 
his grief at her loss was profound. We were 
shown an obscuce paper published in the 
neighborhood at the time of the occurrence 
and in it noticed a few stanzas Gray ha 
en upon her death. One passage read 
thus: 

Can I forget those halcyon days 
Ere my guiding star had fled? 
Orthe poignant pain which smote m heart 
When they told me thou wert dead’ 
„ that there were traces of poetic 
genius mingled with his wayward nature. 


After this event, however, he went from bad 


to worse. His parents made every effort to 
save him, byt, at last, even they were com- 

elled to tfirn their backs upon him and 

eave him to his fate. Wherever he went he 
stirred up strife; wherever he went he left 
the stainsof blood. At last the country in 
the neighborhood of his old home became too 
hot to hold him. fle had shot and danger- 
ously wounded a score of men, and carried his 
lite in his hand. In addition, warrants were 
out for his arrest, hence he decided to seek 
omer fields, and so came to Arkansas. He 
inaugurated his advent into the State with 
the murder of Fayette Fletcher, at Walnut 
Ridge. His victim was respectable and 
highly connected, and the murder was un- 
provoked and cold-blooded. It created in- 
tense excitement, not only in the neighbor- 
hood, but also all over the commonwealth. It 
was thought that Gray would hang; but to 
the surprise of every oue he succeeded in 
cheating the gallows, and, after a brief term 
of imprisonment, was set free. But public 
feeling still ran high against him, and he fled 
from the State, going to the Indian Territory. 
Amid the wild and lawless people that 
awell along the border he was in his element. 
Here he was joined by another ruffian by the 
name of Comanche Jim“ who was almost as 
bad as himself. Together they inaugurated 
a carnival of blood and set the law at defi- 
ance, openly boasting that there was not an 
ofticer in the Territory who dared lay a finger 
upon them. White dividing some plunder 
the two men quarreled, and each swore that 
he would bave the other’s life. The dispute 
was settled by an agreement to fight a duel. 
Arming themselves with derringers, they 
measured off the ground upona lonely spot 
on the praiwie, and stood facing each other 
just as the sun disappeared beneath the west- 
ern horrizon an the shadows of night 
fell slowly upon the landscape. When the 
word ‘*Fire!’’ was pronounced Gray sent a 
bullet crashing through the brain of Co- 
manche Jim,“ and he fell on the earth, and 
died without a struggle or without a word. 
Gray had escaped without a scratch. Fearing 
the vengeance of the friends of the man he 
had slain, he fied from the spot, and he nev- 
er balted until in Arkansas, miles away 
from the scene of the tragedy. Per- 
haps the thought of the rigid, blood- 
stained face lyin — on the prairie acted 
as a stimulus and forced him to put all pos 
sible distance between that ghastly object and 
himself. Be this as it may, it is certain that 
it did not ehange bim. In Little River coua- 
ty he was arrested, but whilein the court-room 
and while his preliminary examination was in 
progress, he snatched a pistol from one of his 
captors, shot and dangerously wounded: the 
sheriff. jumped through a window and es- 
caped, thoughthe town was full of people. 
Heavy rewards were offered, yet none of 
then secured his recapture. 


In an affray witha man named Alexander | 


Chenoweth, at Peach Orchard, in Clay county, 
he met his doom, as he was mortally wounded 
in the encounter. Chenoweth was also badly 
wounded. Gray lived six days. Skiliful phy- 
sicians attended him, hoping to save his life so 
that he could be brought to trial and punished 
for his many crimes. Gray told them that he 
never meant to die with his boots on. Lou 
are getting better, Gray,’’ saia the doctor, 
noticing what he thought to be a favorable 
change in his condition. Doctor,“ Gray 
responded, “I wasn’t born to be hung like a 
thiet!’? With these words he turned his face 
to the wall, and soul and body parted.

Jay Gould’s Country Home. 
From the New York Sun. 

To-day the visitor who steps from the train 
at Irvington-on-the-Hudson, and who asks 
to be directed to the.residence of Mr. Jay 
Gould, will be told to ascend the hill as far as 
the road goes, then to turn to the left, and 
pursue the ayenue fora mile, until he comes 
to a pair of gateposts of white stone, which 
mark the entrance to the grounds of the mil- 
lionaire. Endless gateposts that are nearly 
white, and they are all of stone, meet him on 
every hand as he passes along the magnificent 
thoroughfare. andsome residences do not 
crowd, but follew one up on another without 
interruption. The Episcopal Church, that is 
not a third as lofty as the most modest Broad- 
way edifice, will make anybody stop five 
minutes to look at it. The crest of the hill, 
sweeping up from the roadway and further 
inland, is crowned with stone mansions, 
whose windows overlook the foilage, the vil- 
las, and the churches below, and command 
an uninterrupted view of the river. At the 
mile 's end the gateposts which mark the en- 
trance to Mr. Gould’s estate are 
reached. They are taller than 
those which have preceded them, 
but they are not exactly white. They are of 
handsome granite. Just bevond them is a 
porter’s lode built of stone. A bread road - 
way, smooth and shining as the pavement of 
a Parisian boulevard, sweeps into what seems 
to be avast park. The ground is undulating 
and covered with a rich sward. Clumps of 
ancient trees break the smoothness of the 
surface here and there. A herd of cattle of 
rare breed is permitted to roam without hin- 
drance. At one distant point a cossamer like 
tower, surmounted by a dome and a gilded 
ball, rises abovea low white structure an 
eighth ofa mile in length. This is a hot 
house in which in midwinter are flowers and 
vegetation of every sort. At another distant 
pointa gray tower anda series of siender 
minarets lift above a knollin an opening 
among the trees.

The many parts which go to 
make it up are picturesquely grouped to- 
gether, and afforda multitude of graceful 
angles. Rich ttraceries cover it, and the 
whole is like lace work cut in stone. The 
Gothic double doors are stone, even to the 
sashes in their upper part, which are set with 
diamonds of glass, as are the windo

HORACE GREELEY’S. BROTHER. 


Living on a Broken-Down Farm ip 
Rural Pennsylvania. 


From the New York Star. 

Twenty-three miles from Titusville, Pa. 
on one of the barren knobs of Erie County, 
lives Nathan Barnes Greeley,the only brother 
of Horace Greeley. To-day I visited him at 
his home, says a correspondent of the Cin. 
cimnati Enquirer. Leaving the cars on the 
New York,Pennsyivania and Ohio Railroad at 
Corry, Pa., a ride of five miles over a road 
wretched even for a country highway brought 
me to the “old Greeley farm,“ as it is called 
by the neighbors. ‘‘Horace Greeley’s brother 
lives in the first house on the top of the hill 


_ after you pass the cheese factory, said 3 


native, and I watebed anxiously for the 
cheese factory and for the hill. e country 
was very poor. The farms through which [ 
drove were, I think, among the very poorest 
inthe State. I saw but two comfortable. 
looking farm houses on the way. Passed the 
ebeese factory, and on the top of the hill | 
saw a tumble-down house to the right of the 
road, and a very poor barn nearly facing it 
on the left. This house on the right was the 
Greeley homestead, where Barnes Greeley 
now lives, where Horace Greeley passed 
some of his boyhood days, and where his fa- 
ther and mother both died. It is a miserable- 
looking place for the home of the brother of 
Horace Greekey. Everything about the farm 
has a tumble-down look. The old barn is in 
bad repair, the fences are down and the 
house, a one-story-and-a-half wooden struc- 
ture, is decidedly shabby. The house is ola- 
fashioned, having been built many years ago. 
A deep porch runs the entire length of it. 
There 1s almost as much room on the porch 
as thereisin the house. A one-horse wagon 
partly filled with pumpkins and tatoes 
stood out in the front yard. An old man in 
Corry had said to me: Barnes Greeley is a 
mighty / poor farmer.“ and a glance at the 
premises told he was right. 

There was no fence in front of the house, 
which stood back a short distance, and the 
mud being ankle deep I drove up to the door. 
An old man, gray and ragged, issued up from 
an inside cellar door, with a basket on his 
arm. He was tall and spare, slightly 
stooped. His garb at first sight, on account 
of a ragged overcoat and a torn felt hat, ap- 
peared to be much shabbier than the average 
farmer wears about home. 

eis this where Mr. Greeley lives?“ 

** Yes, sir.“ 

Is he at home?“ 

„I am Mr. Greeley.“ 

I told him I had come twenty-three miles 
to see the brother of Horace Greeley. This 
seemed gto please the old man, who is nearly 
70, and, although it was raining, he took oif 
his torn hat, and, bowing, said: 

„Well, here I am.’’ 

The removal of his hat made him look quite 
a different man, and I saw at once a close re- 
semblance to his illustrious brother. He has 
a bead shaped like Horace’s, and almost as 
bald. He wearsa full, jong beard, which 
shows traces of having been sandy,but is now 
quite gray. 

The old man showed me into the house, 
threw his ragged overcoat on the porch, and 
gave me the best of the three chairs in the 
room, which were all more or less rickety. 
The appearance of the room denoted absolute 
want. There was nothing in it but the three 
broken chairs and arusty cooking stove. The 
room had been plastered, but the plastering 
had fallen off, both from the walls and ceiling, 
leaving the lath exposed. I looked for a pic- 
ture of Horace on the wail, but there was no 
picture of any kind. The room appeared to be 
sitting-reom, dining-room and kitchen all in 
one. The floor was bare and not very clean. 
A little bare-legged girl came in and stared at 
me before Mr. Greeley joined me. I asked if 
she was Miss Greeley, and she said, Les, 
mam.“ 

When Mr. Greeley came in he took a chair 


witbout a back and leaned against the wall. “ 


With his overcoat off Isaw he was dressed in 
a suit of brown jeans, consisting of pants and 
a‘“‘wammus.’’? The “wammus”? reached just 
to thetopofthe pamts and fitted him tight 
around the waist, and was loose across the 
breast. The old gentleman gave me his views 
of the political situation, and did it very glibly 
and intelligently. 


French Military Ktiquette. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A rather curious difficulty is just now 
troubling the French Army. In every nation 
where the liability to service in the ranks is 
obligatery, a proportion of the youth of the 
country is allowed to free itself from the reg- 
ular service as private soldiers by becoming 
„one year volunteers.“ The volunteers have 
te pass examinations and bear a considerable 
portion of their own charges. They have 
certain privileges, but are, on the whole, con- 
sidered as common soldiers. As such they 
are bound to travel third class in railway 
trains. But some of them are men of prop- 
erty and education, who have no more taste 
for third class traveling and the society of 
privates than they have desire to belong to 
the commissioned ranks of the army. They 
have Ittle difficulty in obtaining secoad class 
tickets by one means ar another,and frequent- 
ly meet with subaltern_ofticers whose duty 
it is to travel in the carriagas of the second 
class, as the happy mean between the gran- 
deur of the superior officers and the economy 
of the prigate soldiers. When a volunteer 
and a Lieutenant are thus brought into con- 
tact, the officer must either notice the volun- 
teer’s lapse of obedience to regulations and 
turn him out of the carriage, or remain 
quiet, feeling all the time that he is not doing 
hisduty. The difficulty is intensified by the 
constant wearing of uniform, so that an ofli- 
cer can never escape from the sense of being 
on duty. In England the question would be 
settled easily, forthe volunteers would eith- 
er receive the privilege of traveling in what 
class they please, or would be hedd to strict 
obedience. The principle of equality which 
is really engrained onthe French character, 
and was as strong in the time of the empire 
as now in that ot the republic, is rather difli- 
cut to harmonize with military discipline, 
and, moreover, itis not politic to set a con- 
siderable Class against the army and its ways. 


Yet all these points of military etiquette are 


entirely artificial. Nowhere on the Conti- 
nent, noteven in France, can military clubs 
flourish as in England, and the chief reason is 
that superior officersand their juniors can 
not asscciate on equal terms without risk of 
discipline. Allsuch fantastical notions dis- 
appear rapidlwin time of war.

Shortage of Over $5,000 in the 
Accounts of the Secretary 
ofthe Mullanph 

Board. . 


Speculation in Bucket Shops the Canse— 
How the Defaleation was 
Discovered, 


A serious defalcation by a public officer has 
come to light, notwithstanding the fact that 
allthe parties concerned employed every 
conceivable means to keep it dark. 

The Mullanphy Board has the handling of 
aconsiderable amount of money, and its 
members are required to give bonds and to 
furnish a strict account of its affairs. 

In October, a year ago, Mr. Theodore Lav- 
eille was appointed secretary of the Board. 
He was considered thoroughly reliable and 


deserving of the trust reposea in him. He 
had charge of the moneys ofthe Board, the 
receipts and disbursements. Last Tuesda 

night. Messrs. Frank & Nichols, it is 
alleged, consulted together and de- 
termined that their auditing 
committee should examine Mr. Laveille’s 
books, according to the rules governing them. 
The examination was vad and the astound- 
ing fact discovered that the secretary had ap- 
propriated $5,309 63. A fuss was raised and 
all parties concerned began to consult. The 
suggestion was made that Mr. Laveille be ar- 
rested, but as he had not attempted 
to cover up the defalcation in the 
entries in his books, andas fraud was not 
apparent, the gentlemen concluded to wait 
and consult legaltalent. At 11 o’clock to-day 
the bondsmen of Mr. Laveille met in the 
ofiice of Mr. Benj. R. Davenport, who 
advised them to settle, as the present indica- 
tions do not warrant a prosecution. An ex- 
pert is now examining the _ secretary’s 
books, and as soon as he reports, some action 
will be taken. Mr. Laveille’s bondsmen are as 
follows: Edward Harrison, Adolphus Mey- 
er, Judge Schultz, 0. D. Filley and Charles 
L. Hunt. One ofthese gentlemen was ques- 
tioned upon the subject, but he declined to 
allow his name to be made public. He said, 
„This thing has been geing on for months. 
Mr. Laveilie was re-appointed to the 
position of secretary last October, notwith- 
standing the fact thathe was then short in 
his accounts. The Board did not know this, 
however, as the auditing and finance com- 
mittee, failed to do their * not thorough - 
ly overhauling his books. r. Laveille says 
that when he became secretary he noticed 
the loose manner in which the 
business of the Board was conducted, 
and seeing an excellent chance to make some 
money took advantage of the opportunity. 
He did take the money and became involved 
in bucket shops and lost it. His books are all 
right. The only thing he did was to disobey 
the by-law in not depositing the 
money in his hands in some bank 
every day, as the ordinance stipulates. The 
auditing committee examined his books once 
or twice, I believe, but did not take account 
of his cash or inspect his bank book. The 
commission appointed last Uctober to exam- 
ine into his accounts did not doit until last 
Tuesday night. The members of the Board 
want the matter kept quiet, but as they have 
been so remiss in their duties, I think they 
deserve publicity. One of them said to me 
he would not have the matter made public 
for worlds, as it would reflect upon the 
Board. 

‘*Will Mr. Lavielle be prosecuted?“ asked 
the reporter. 

„1 do not know, as we cannot say yet 
whether there is any fraud. Me was the cus- 
todian of the money and used it.“ 

Is he able to refund it?“ 

**] believe not, as he admitted the defaica-

‘Yes. Just as soon as the expert com- 
pletes his examination we will pay the money, 
if something does not transpire in the mean- 
time to necessitate other steps. The whole 
thing is due to the neglect of the auditing 
and finance committees.““ 

Mr. Laveille has always borne an excellent 
reputation. His salary as secretary . was 
$2,000 avear. What action will be taken re - 
garding Mr. Laveille by the Board is not yet 
determined on. 

An effort was made to see Mr. Laveille 
and obtain his side of the story, but he could 
not be found. His books, it is said, show the 
receipt of all the money,but do not state what 
disposition was made of it. 

Mr. Laveille is an old resident of St. Louis 
and was formerly a prominent steamboatman, 
and had a proprietary interest in the old 
Southern Hotel. The office of the board was 
visited, but Mr. Laveille not being present 
Mr. R. M. Scruggs, president, was seen, but 
declined to give any information.

Frank Riggs Disappears from His 
Wife With Over $8,000 - 
in His Possession. 


A Story of Foul Play Exploded—Supposed 
to Be a Case of Desertion. 


A disappearance, surrounded on all sides by 
mystery, has just been reported to the police. 
Mr. Frank Riggs, a gentleman 
interested in some mines in Arizona, 
started East some months ago and arrived in 
this city Monday, the 29th ult., with his wife 
and children, one of whom is a grown-up 
young man. They registered at the St. James 
Hotel, corner of Fifth and Walnut streets, 
the day they arrived, and were assigned 
to room No. 21. The busi- 
ness on which Mr. Riggs stopped over 


in this city was to purchase 
some land in Illinois within a radius ef about 
fifty miles ot St. Louis. It was agreed 
that Riggs and a Mr. Wellshine should make a 
trip to Chester with a view of making the 
purchase, while the owner’s family remained 
atthe St. James during the few days they 
would be absent. Mr. Riggs on yesterday 
left the hotel in company with Weilshire. As 
night came on the lady grew alarmea when he 
husband did not return. As the hours passed 
and nothing was heard of him, Mrs. Riggs be- 
came almost distracted. She went down to 
the office and inquired of the clerk and Mr. 
Miller, the proprietor, whether they had 
heard anything of her husband. This morn- 
ing she said that she was first in- 
formed that Mr. Riggs had paid 
his bill and later that some 
one not known about the hotel had 
offered fifty dollars at the desk and said he 
desired to pay Mr. Riggs’ bill. She sought 
Mr. Miller, and asked his advice in the mat- 
ter. He told nher that she had better find Mr. 
Wellshire, who would in all probability know 
more of the missing man’s whereabouts than 
any one else,since he was the last person with 
him. Mrs. Riggs found Wellshire and excit- 
edly asked him if he knew anything of her 

husband. He did not know anything of him. 
The lady then went to the Planters’ House, 
when one of the gentlemen connected with 
that hotel advised her to consult the police. 

She resohed to do this. but 
did not reach the Four Courts 
until 10 o' clock this morning, when she re- 

lated the facts given above. Detective Tucker 
was assigned to work at the case, and he is 
now endeavoring to unravel the mystery. 
Mrs. Riggs atated that her husband had be- 
tween $8,000 and 512,000 in $1,000 notes on 
his person when she last saw him. She is not 
positive what the exact amount was, but is 
positive that it was over $8,000. 
She fears that the fact became known 
and some one has robbed him ana put him 

out of the way to escape exposure. When 
asked could his absence be attributed to 
drink, sbe answered that he drank mod- 
erately, but she never knew him to be so 
much under the influence of liquor as 
to absent himself for such a long time.

FREE BREAD, 


Three Thousand Mammoth Loaves Dis- 
pensed Each Week.

to the really deserving poor. The associatien 
has two depots for distribution, one at 1416 
Chambers street for all that portion of the 


avenue and South Thirteenth street for the 
district south of Market street. It was a day 


for distribution in the northern district, and 
very busy were one man, two ladies and a boy 
receiving the calls of the poor and giving out 
the supplies. The establishment consists of 
a bakery, a store room and Office, and a large 
coal yard. The Rev. Frederick Lack, Super- 
intendent ofthe Association, resides over the 
bakery and office. Breadis baked in great 
quantity every day, so that it is always fresh. 
Indeed, when the reporter arrived at 3 p. m. 
the great stacks of bread were still warm and 
gave forth a most pleasant aroma. The dis- 
tribution of bread for the winter season onl 
began November 27, but already the deman 
requires 500 enormous four-pound loaves a 
day. Each one of these loaves costs the As- 
sociation about twelve cents, and would 
bring twenty cents if sold from a grocery or 
bakery. The hours of regular distribution 
are from 2 to 4 p. m., but the crowd generally 
keeps on coming until after dark, and no one 
is ever refused on account of the lateness 
of the hour, because many of the applicants 
are poor women who haveto work out dur- 
ing the day. No person or family is ever aid - 
ed until visited by Mr. Lack or his assistant. 
If the applicant proves really needy and 
‘worthy a ticket is given him which is good 
for bread twice a week and a dollar’s worth 
of coal every two weeks. The quantity of 
‘bread given at each visit varies from one loaf 
to four, according to the necessities of the 
receiver. While the reporter was present 
there was a constant stream of callers, in- 
deed they were obliged to ferm in line and 
wait their regular turn to be served. It was 
quite an interesting scene to watch the differ- 
ent people and their different styles of appiv- 
ing for and receiwng charity. Very many were 
children, sent, of course, because the parent 
was busy or sick, and the others were chiefly 
old women and the lame aud sick. Occasion- 
ally an old man tottered in and received his 
rations of bread, and departed mumbling 
thanks. Most of the women were poorly 
dressed, with their shawls around their 
heads. One would present her card in a mod- 
est way as though asking a favor, while an- 
other would dothe same in a bold, defiant 
manner, as though ¢free bread was her 
right, and it Was pure meanness on the part 
of the association not to add a smal! stock of 
groceries with some butterand eggs. Quite 
a number were benton getting more bread 
than was due them according to the rules laid 
down. Some attempts at fraud were noticed, 
but they always prove unsuccessful for the 
reason that the date and amount of assistance 
is regularly recorded upon the card by the 
clerk. A woman who had acast in her eye, 
and very evidently couldn’t read, after get- 
ting two loaves of bread, drew to one side. 
and transferring her ticket to her boy pushed 
him for some more. Thetrick had no show 
of success, for the reason that the ticket had 
already been marked Dec. 2—2.“ meaning 
two loaves. Some of the applicants were of 
the poe beggar class and whined and 
moaned and wiped their eyes,hoping thereby 
to arouse sympathy and secure a larger sup- 
ply of bread. One littie girl about twelve 
years old was noticed ith a face that was 


strikinely beautiful. She brought 
her ticket and had evidently been there 
often before, but on sharp cross- 


questioning admitted that she had two sis- 
ters, seventeen and twenty-two years of age, 
who worked out and brought their wages 
home tothe mother. Such people may be

She received three loaves and was 
told to come back no more. Some of the 
children had pinched and wan and hungry- 
looking faces and such would eye the bread 
with eager eyes and appear sadly disappoint- 
ed ifa burnt or slightly undersized loaf hap- 
pened to fall to their lot. Occasionally a very 
neatly-dressed woman, who had apparently 
seen very different circumstances, would come 
in with her veil down and receive what was

There are 
hundreds of different opinions on the same 
points in different States, and the Court of 
Appeals may be governed by the opinions of 
one State, while the Supreme Court takes 
the directly opposite view. Then it requires 
as much time to go through the Court of Ap- 
peals as it is does through the court of final 
resort. It takes six months to get through 
the Court of Appoals, and if the Supreme 
Court was up with its dotket it 
weuld take the same time, but under the 
present circumstance it takes three years. 
The Circuit Court should be final in cases 
where not over $100 is involved.“

THE WIFE’S WAIL.
